here is an impression that Palm Beach is a 
frightfully expensive place but that is not a fact. 
One gets more for the money here than else- 
where.” 

That statement appeared 80 years ago in an early 
issue of Palm Beach Life. The claim is equally valid 
today. There isn’t another community in the world 
where a discriminating shopper, seeking a quality life- 
style, can get as much “‘bang for the buck.” 

However, dollar stretching isn’t the main concern 
of people who settle in Palm Beach. The key ingredient 
in the Palm Beach lifestyle is comfort. Here you can 
have comfortable friends because you've already met 
them before coming to Palm Beach. Everyone wears 
comfortable clothes. You can do comfortable banking 
and investing because the international houses have 


sent their most pleasant executives and most valuable 
wall hangings to Palm Beach.The following paragraphs, 
taken from an issue of Palm Beach Life published around 
the 1920s, reveal early standards of comfort: 

Palm Beach is the most thoroughly comfortable place 
in the world. Features of physical comfort that may be 
considered extraordinary in some places are merely ‘stan- 
dard equipment’ here. From the wood fire started in the 
grate by the touch of a button to the myriad creature 
comforts of the bath-dressing room, life for the winter 
residents of the Palm Beach colony is made so smoothly and 
effortlessly comfortable in and about the homes that noth- 
ing seems lacking. 

And the dog is not forgotten. Swinging lower panels 
in the doors that permit him to pass from room to room at 
will with only the touch of his paw to gain him ingress or 
egress and his own comfortable seat in the car between the 
chauffeur and footman constitute a part of his share. 

There is more: It was not always so. Fourteen years

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ago when there were only two hotels here and 13 cottages, 
one golf course and about 10 square yards of grass except at 
the golf course, life here was different.

Handling Stress 


tress. It can be normal, bad 

or good. According to Dr. 

Peter G. Hanson, author of 
The Joy of Stress, it’s not the having, 
but the handling of stress, that 
counts. 

The Canadian practitioner, au- 
thor and lecturer points out that 
Olympic records are made under 
the stress of competition, not on the 
world’s training tracks. Similarly, 
the pressures of a live audience, not 
empty rehearsal halls, electrify an 
actor’s performance. And consider 
the gambler, be he corporate raider 
or poker player. Only significant 
stakes focus his concentration and 
provide a high. 

It is an individual's reaction to 
stress — the ability to measure, 
deal with and control it — that 
counts.  otréss; 7Dr- a Hansen 
avows, “can be fantastic, or it can 
be fatal.” 

This outlook is not what the 
stressed-out woman needs to hear 
as she struggles to manage house- 
hold, kids, party-preparation, holi- 
day shopping, gala-going and 
Christmas cooking. It is no comfort 
to the female corporate executive 
who finds juggling the job of wife, 
mother, social butterfly and execu- 
tive more exhausting than exhila- 
rating and who experiences the 
dark side of her success in eating 
disorders, smoking, drug abuse and 
other forms of self-destructive be- 
havior. It is demoralizing (not to 
mention stressful) to learn we are 
not always the masters of our fate. 

Make no mistake: Stress can be 
hazardous to your health. It is 
known to be a major contributor to 
heart disease, cancer, lung. ail- 
ments, accidents, alcoholism and 
suicide. According to Dr. Hans Se- 
lye, founding father of stress re- 
search and author of The Stress of 
Life, among other volumes, stress 


turns into its more virulent form — 
distress — when an individual reg- 
ularly manifests such symptoms as 
the following: 

Pounding of the heart; dryness 
of the throat and mouth; impulsive 
behavior or emotional instability; 
an overpowering urge to cry or run 
and hide; the sense of always being 
“keyed-up”; the loss of “joie de 
vivre’; what is called “floating 
anxiety” — being afraid, but not 
knowing exactly what you're afraid 
of; high-pitched nervous laughter; 
the frequent need to urinate; mi- 
graine headaches; loss of or exces- 
sive appetite; increased smoking, 


drinking, use of legally and illegally 
acquired drugs; hypermotility — 
the tendency to move about with- 
out reason, of being unable to sit or 
stand quietly; bruxism, or grinding 
of the teeth; inability to concen- 
trate; nightmares; accident prone- 
ness; neurotic behavior; chronic 

pain in the neck, back or gut. 
These stresses were once 
thought to be the sole province of 
harried executives crumbling under 
pressure, tragic figures driven to 
desperate acts by forces beyond 
their control. However, according 
to Dr. Kenneth Greenspan, director 
of the Center for Stress Related Dis-

orders at New York’s Columbia- 
Presbyterian Medical Center, ‘An 
executive who makes a lot of deci- 
sions is better off than his secre- 
tary.” In fact, the secretaries, as- 
sembly-line hands, salespeople and 
other subordinate-level workers are 
at greater risk from stress because, 
“all their decisions are pre-deter- 
mined.” They cannot control when 
they begin work, when they stop, 
what they do. They fear being easi- 
ly replaced. They see themselves as

victims ‘‘and that,” Dr. Greenspan 
states, “produces bad stress.”’ 

In a world of uncertainty 
where international terrorism, nu- 
clear accidents, job insecurity, as- 
sassinations, the sabotaging of 
foods and medicines, hostage-tak- 
ing and massacres by so-called “be- 
nign’” individuals assault our daily 
consciousness, experts believe 
stress has become more pervasive, 
if not more common.

of the Palm Beaches 
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survival techniques we inherit, was 
equally stressed. But he dealt with 
his personal fears directly in local- 
ized confrontation. He did not have 
to deal with his own difficulties plus 
have the world’s horrors served up 
to him daily at dinner and bedtime 
by electronic media. “We can’t fight 
back with those people on TV,” 
says Kenneth Dychtwald, a psycho- 
logist from Berkeley, Calif., who 
echoes the sense of powerlessness 
the public feels. 

For millions of people, daily 
environmental stresses elicit the 
same response — powerlessness in 
the face of urban crush, timetables, 
traffic, noise, crime, savagery. 
Whatever the trigger, the body re- 
acts just as it did for the caveman by 
preparing us for fight or flight. 

Involuntarily, electrochemical 
messengers flood along neuron 
tracks from the brain to the hypo- 
thalamus, stimulating the pituitary, 
which shoots hormones and natu- 
ral opiate-like endorphins into the 
blood stream. The adrenal glands 
pump out cortisol to increase blood 
sugar and speed up the body’s me- 
tabolism. Epinephrine (adrenalin) 
jumps in to serve as fuel for the 
muscles and brain, and norepi- 
nephrine speeds up the heart beat, 
raising blood pressure. 

The digestive tract shuts down 
(which is why your mouth goes 
dry) as blood is diverted to the mus- 
cles. The spleen contracts, expelling 
extra blood into circulation. The liv- 
er switches its “chemical factory”’ to 
increasing cholesterol in the blood 
for use as “long-distance” fuel 
when blood sugar quits supplying 
energy to the muscles. 

In one massive, autonomic re- 
sponse, the body gears up its “war 
machine,” channeling all its regula- 
tory functions into giving the body 
its best chance in combat. The heart 
beats rapidly; breathing quickens. 
The eyes dilate to see better. Hear- 
ing becomes more acute. Hair bris- 
tles. Skin pales as blood is diverted 
to more needy organs and sweats to 
cool underlying, overheated mus- 
cles. We are alert, coiled, heady and

ready. It is powerful preparedness. 

Stress junkies thrive on it! Dr. 
Paul Rosch, director of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Stress in Yonkers, 
N.Y., indicates that today’s pres- 
sures appear to have created a 
breed of thrill seekers. They are 
people who — often to their own 
detriment — prefer excitement over 
tranquility. For them, life in the fast 
lane is a dangerous, but much- 


sought-after habit. In Time maga- 
zine’s cover story, “Stress: Can We 
Cope?’’, Dr. Rosch describes those 
who crave excitement: 

“Skydivers get hooked on the 
jump,” he says. “Executives pur- 
posely arrive at the airport at the 
last possible minute. People today 
have become addicted to their own 
adrenalin secretion.” In fact, he be-

ers. According to Dr. Manuso, 
even when the fear is not articu- 
lated, the worker still worries 
“the machine is going to replace

A sense of helplessness is 
often experienced by middle- 
and lower-management people 
because their decision-making 
and reasoning functions are in- 
creasingly being assumed by 
machines.’’One of the harbin- 
gers of stress from automation,” 
Dr. Manuso reported to Warren 
Kalbacker in Pan Am Clipper 
magazine, ‘is that we begin to 
lose a sense of control over our 
environment.” Where the idea of 
a worker becoming obsolete was 
once confined to the factory, to- 
day the speed of technology has 
moved the possibility from lab- 
oratory, to industry, to desk top. 

Protective Stress ... Dr. Neil 
E. Kay and Dr. John E. Morley of 
the Minneapolis Veteran’s Ad- 
ministration Medical Center be- 
lieve the “whole story is not in 
on the role of stress in disease 
processes.”” Their research sug- 
gests that stress may trigger pro- 
duction of lymphocytes which 
help protect the body against 
disease. In studies with human 
volunteers reported by Richard 


Lyons in The New York Times, 
they found in times of stress the 
body increases its production of 
the natural opiates, beta endor- 
phins, which appear to stimulate 
anti-tumor lymphocytes. These 
cells aid the body in fighting can- 
cer by activating the body’s im- 
mune system. It is believed the 
link between beta endorphins 
and lymphocytes may explain 
why fear and anger sometimes 
prove helpful in fighting off dis- 
ease. ; 

Stress-Buster... Dr. Herbert 
Benson, a cardiologist associated 
with Harvard Medical School 
and Beth Israel Hospital in Bos- 
ton, successfully uses “relax- 
ation response” as a means of 
combating stress and lowering 
blood pressure in patients with 
hypertension. Invoked through 
transcendental meditation uti- 
lizing yoga exercises and a per- 
sonalized mantra or key word, 
relaxation response closely mi- 
mics the beneficial effects of pre- 
scription drugs that block the ac- 
tion of stress-induced adrenal 
hormones, epinephrine and nor- 
epinephrine. 

The calming effect results 
from the ability to “turn off’ the 
usual response to stress hor- 
mones. Practicing the relaxation 
response once or twice a day for 
10 to 20 minutes can, Dr. Benson 
told New York Times reporter 
Jane Brody, ‘protect the body 
against excessive stress reactions 
all day long.”

sack this month, three 

captivating biographies 
seem certain to roll out. The most 
interesting one to my mind is a very 
rare attempt to unveil the mystery 
of Daniel Ludwig, perhaps the rich- 
est living American with a fortune 
put at $3 billion. Most self-made 
rich people like to flaunt their suc- 
cess, but not Ludwig, who has gone 
to extraordinary lengths to keep 
himself in obscurity. In The Invisi- 
ble Billionaire: Daniel Ludwig 
(Houghton Mifflin, $19.95), Jerry 
Shields has done his best to tell us 
all he can find out about the early 
tanker tycoon who used his acu- 
men to build other industrial em- 
pires, including a bold but unsuc- 
cessful attempt to grow trees in the 
Amazon jungles. Now in his late 
80s, Ludwig is still as secretive as 
ever, but Shields’ biography, writ- 
ten without an interview, of course, 
tells for almost the first time a story 
of success that Horatio Alger could 
not have conceived.

Now it’s your turn to see what goes 
on behind the silver screen. “Hollywood: 
Legend and Reality,” opens Dec. 9 at the 
Center for the Fine Arts in Miami. Orga- 
nized by the Smithsonian Institution 
Traveling Exhibition Service, it explores 
the development of the film industry as 
well as its aesthetic and cultural impact 
on the American people and their life- 
style. 

Over 450 works are organized chro- 
nologically and thematically. Holly- 
wood’s fantasy world is revealed through 
an array of memorabilia such as design 
sketches, costumes, props, artworks, 
photographs and special effects equip- 
ment and models. Several large-screen 
video monitors also show historic film 
clips. Visitors to the exhibit can see the 
famous sled “Rosebud” as well as the 
original production designs from Citizen 
Kane. The original piano and other props 
from the set of ‘’Rick’s Cafe” in Casablan- 
ca and the neon RKO logo from Radio 
City Music Hall are certain to bring back 
memories for ardent movie-goers. 

The mystery of special effects disap- 
pears when you see the five-foot-wide 
model ’‘mothership” from Close Encoun- 
ters of the Third Kind and the elaborate 
miniature roof-top temple from Ghost- 
busters. Also included is the castle minia- 
ture from the 1924 movie The Thief of 
Bagdad and “Yoda,” the popular muppet 
character in The Empire Strikes Back.

hat changes have taken 

place since Henry Morri- 

son Flagler brought his 
railroad to Palm Beach in 1884! The 
palm trees that crash-landed here 28 
years ago with the Providencia now 
shade the Lake Trail and the walkways 
between the Royal Poinciana Hotel and 
The Breakers. 

For the fifth consecutive year, 
Flagler’s elaborate home, Whitehall, is 
the scene of a gala tea party on the 
South Lawn to open the season. 

Parties like the Flaglers’ contribut- 
ed to Palm Beach Daily News editor 
Ruby Edna Pierce’s decision to start 
Palm Beach Life magazine which tracks 
society in the cottage colonies. 

But palms are not the only things 
lining the walkways on the island. 
About 60 private railroad cars park at 
the Royal Poinciana Hotel at the height 
of the 10-week season. 

The Royal Poinciana, the largest 
wooden hotel ever constructed, has 
1,750 guests in its 1,150 rooms and the 
suites go for about $100 per day. The 
crowds come in mid-December and re- 
turn north on Feb. 23, the day after the 
Washington Birthday Ball. 

Some of the guests at the ball stay 
at The Breakers. And Col. Edward R. 
Bradley’s Beach Club seems to get busi- 
er each season. In full swing since 1898, 
the club is actually a gambling casino.

one forever is the rustic feel of Palm 
Beach. In its place is a bustling re- 
sort. Architect Addison Mizner is 
creating the look. 
Construction is evident throughout the 
island. Last year new building costs totaled 
nearly $14 million. 


Even Palm Beach Life and Palm Beach 
Daily News have constructed a new building. 
The $85,000 building sits on the southwest 
corner of Brazilian Avenue and South County 
Road. 

Although mansions seem to be sprouting 
almost overnight, one is standing out from 
the rest — Mar-a-Lago. Cereal heiress Marjo- 
rie Merriweather Post is building a $2.5 mil- 
lion, 115-room mansion at 1100 S. Ocean 
Blvd. 

Much of the construction has been on 
new private clubs. Mizner and friend, sewing 
machine heir, Paris Singer, built the Ever- 
glades Club on Worth Avenue. Dues are $275 
for couples; $137.50 for singles. 

The Bath and Tennis Club, started by 
Marjorie Merriweather Post and Edward F. 
Hutton before they were married, opened just 
in time for the season this year. 

The Paramount Theater, designed by Jo- 
seph Urban, will open next season on North 
County Road.

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On the Quiet Front 


he Gay ’90s gave birth to Palm Beach as a 

resort destination, and the Roaring ‘20s 

gave it impetus, but World War II had a 
quieting — if not disquieting — effect. 

The Biltmore Hotel, formerly The Alba, which 
was converted to a Navy convalescent hospital for 
1,500 patients in 1943, is undergoing extensive 
renovations to be restored as a resort hotel. 

A real blow to the island has been the death 
this year of Col. Edward Bradley, owner of Brad- 
ley’s Beach Club and casino. Bradley died Aug. 17 at 
his Idle Hour Farm in Lexington, Ky. 

Mizner died 13 years ago and homes are more 
conservative now. Huge dining rooms that seat two 
dozen and more are no longer de rigueur. 

Although the feel is different, Palm Beach con- 
tinues to bustle with new activity. Residents are 
used to finding everything they need on the island. 
Worth Avenue is expanding, banks are prospering 
and culture is finding permanent headquarters here. 
The Four Arts was established 10 years ago with a 
collection of old masters borrowed from residents 
and New York galleries. And five years ago, the 
Norton Gallery of Art was established across the 
bridge in West Palm Beach.

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The Season Lengthens 


alm Beach has become less for- 

mal than in its early days, but it 

is evolving as a year-round re- 
sort. In addition, there is a new empha- 
sis on the past. In 1959 Jean Flagler 
Matthews, granddaughter of Henry 
Flagler by his first wife, purchased 
Whitehall, demolished the 11-story ho- 
tel investors had added after Mrs. 
Flagler’s death in 1917, and a year later 
opened the estate as a museum. 

Black-tie is no longer de rigueur at 
Palm Beach parties, but at Mrs. Mat- 
thews’ soirees, it’s still the dress of re- 
quest. The mansions erected in the 
building boom of the ‘20s are giving 
way to smaller homes, and condomini- 
ums are sprouting up on the island. 

President John F. Kennedy, whose 
family has been wintering in Palm 
Beach since the 1930s, was assassinated 
three years ago. Tourists still drive by 
his family home at 1095 N. Ocean Blvd. 
The summer before Kennedy died, his 
nieces Maria Shriver and Sydney Law- 
ford stopped traffic when they set up a 
lemonade stand in front of the house. 
They were shut down — politely — by 
the Palm Beach Police Department. 

Lilly Pulitzer, who opened a small 
fruit shop on Worth Avenue in 1959, is 
now well-known as the designer of the 
“Lillies.” Mrs. Pulitzer originally de- 
signed the bright, multi-colored dresses 
to disguise a spray of fruit juice gone 
astray, but the fashions soon became 
more popular than the juice. She’s 
grossing more than $1 million. 

John H. Perry Jr. who bought Palm 
Beach Life and Palm Beach Daily News 
from Davies in April 1948, has moved 
his Perry Oceanographics Inc. to Rivi- 
era Beach. Perry began large-scale pro- 
duction of his mini-submarines in 1959 
at his Lake Worth factory. 

It’s been 12 years since Ruby Edna 
Pierce “resigned” as editor of the publi- 
cations and six years since her death on 
Christmas morning. Correspondence 
between Pierce and the former adver- 
tising solicitor in the Historical Society 
of Palm Beach County reveal Pierce 
actually was fired in 1954. 

In the 1950s, the Perrys revamped 
the newspaper and the magazine is 
now being published 10 months a year.

office buildings prove the island is now 
a year-round destination. 

Although the town lost the battle 
to keep its identification card ordi- 
nance, which required most workers to 
be fingerprinted and registered with the 
police station, the Palm Beach Land- 
marks Preservation Commission — 
founded seven years ago — has en- 
sured that almost 150 homes and build- 
ings will remain intact. 

And just as in the past, royalty visit 
Palm Beach. Their Royal Highnesses 
Prince Charles and Princess Diana of 
Wales attended the United World Col- 
leges Ball at The Breakers last season. 

Palm Beach has gained national 
publicity this year as big-name corpo- 
rate executives are shelling out mega- 
bucks for island mansions. 

New York real estate tycoon Don- 
ald Trump snared Mar-a-Lago for a 
mere $5 million, while clothing store 
billionaire Leslie Wexner paid $10 mil- 
lion for the Charles Wrightsman estate 
on North County Road — only to de- 
molish it to make way for a new, 
22,750-square-foot mansion. 

Montsorrel, the 35,000-square-foot 
house built in 1968 by the late Anita 
O'Keeffe Young (widow of railroad 
magnate Robert Young and sister of 
artist Georgia O’Keeffe), has the most 
expensive price tag on the island at $25 
million. 

The Biltmore has been converted 
to condominiums; the Paramount to 
shops (although most are empty). 
Worth Avenue is undergoing an ex- 
treme facelift (complete with rate hikes) 
thanks to new out-of-town landlords 
who are upgrading exteriors. 

Sloan’s Curve south to the town 
limit is condominium row. And Two 
Breakers Row, built last year by Flagler 
System Inc., is considered one of the 
prime addresses in Palm Beach. Prices 
range from about $940,000 to $2 mil- 
lion and owners get all the services of 
the hotel.

alm Beach’s oldest 
house, restored to its 
original beauty, is set- 
tled in at its new location on 
the grounds of the Royal 
Poinciana Chapel on Cocoa- 
nut Row. Sea Gull Cottage 
has the prim-and-proper 
bearing of a Victorian dame 
about to celebrate her 100th 
birthday, but also the saucy 
air of one who has recaptured 
youth and captivated the fan- 
cy of a populace dedicated to 
preserving the best of its is- 
land history. 

The cottage’s historical val- 
ue came under alarmed scruti- 
ny when The Breakers an- 
nounced demolition plans to 
make way for new condomin- 
iums. Earl E.T. Smith, former 
ambassador to Cuba, former 
mayor of the town and cur- 
rent chairman of the Preserva- 
tion Foundation of Palm 
Beach, spearheaded a move- 
ment to save the cottage he 
called ‘‘too important to be 
just a memory.” 

The foundation purchased 
the house for $1 and raised 
$600,000 in private

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funds for its restoration and reloca- 
tion to the chapel grounds in 1984, 
not far from its original location. 
Moving the cottage was no small 
task. With the main wing reported- 
ly weighing 100 tons, the house 
had to be sawed in half to facilitate 
the moving process. 

The foundation’s restoration 
committee, headed by preserva- 
tionist Barbara Hoffstot, directed 
restoration and furnishings based 
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on old photographs, remaining ar- 
chitectural details and paint analy- 
sis. The cottage’s adaptive, mod- 
ern-day use as headquarters and 
meeting space for the foundation 
and the chapel required adherence 
to current building codes. 

Sea Gull Cottage was meticu- 
lously and painstakingly restored 
Over a two-year period with the 
support of the entire town includ- 
ing major contributions by Palm 
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Beach Chapter 17 of the Colonial 
Dames of America, the Palm Beach 
Chapter of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution and the Gar- 
den Club of Palm Beach. The effort 
has already earned two awards for 
outstanding achievement in histor- 
ic preservation from the Florida 
Trust for Historic Preservation. 
Though not open to the public, 
Sea Gull Cottage may be viewed 
from the chapel grounds.

Turning Back the Pages 


wenty-three years before 

the Chamber of Commerce 

began promoting Palm 
Beach as a tropical resort, Palm 
Beach Life was illustrating its attrac- 
tions on slick pages. 

When the magazine was first 
published in December of 1906, the 
alligator-infested island was not yet 
officially a town. However its lush, 
jungle-like beauty and temperate 
climate already were luring a select 
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cottage colony. Flagler’s ‘‘magnifi- 
cent playground,” as described in 
one early feature, contained “thrills 
that are not easily exhausted.” 
For a one-dollar seasonal sub- 
scription, resorters could discover 
the exhilarating atmosphere of 
Palm Beach. Sandwiched in be- 
tween ads for.palmistry, imported 
parasols and Victor talking ma- 
chines, a 1908 article editorialized, 
“There is an impression that Palm

Beach is a frightfully expensive 
place, but that is not a fact. One gets 
more for the money here than else- 
where.” 

Weekly features in the society 
magazine chronicled popular activ- 
ities that attracted the visitors who 
spent money as if they foresaw the 
1929 stock market collapse. A typi- 
cal day might include early morn- 
ing “sea bathing’ — with ladies 
donning the obligatory black stock- 
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ings, listening to a 30-piece orches- 
tra on the veranda of Henry Morri- 
son Flagler’s elite Royal Poinciana 
Hotel — where the minimum rate 
was five dollars per day, and an 
afternoon wheelchair ride through 
the famous jungle trail to watch 
Alligator Joe ride his crocodiles. 
The season was brief in the 
early 20th century, beginning in the 
first week of January and culminat- 
ing with the Washington’s Birthday 


Ball, for which real cherry trees 
were imported. Palm Beach Life 
might be credited with helping ex- 
tend the season, as it published 
weekly from the beginning of the 
new year until April, for those who 
opted to linger after the ball. 
With Richard Overend Davies 
— an Englishman who once con- 
tributed his favorite bulldog to an 
auction for a World War I benefit — 
as editor and proprietor along with

silent-partner Flagler, the 20-page 
magazine was put to bed in suite 
four of the Royal Poinciana Hotel. 
Circulated at major resorts 
along the entire eastern coast of 
Florida, and also in St. Augustine, 
New York City, Nassau and the 
Bermudas, Palm Beach Life claimed 
to be America’s oldest society jour- 
nal.

What Does the Future Hold 
for Palm Beach County? 


By John Sanford 


Illustrations by Diane Prater 


ike the high-speed train that 

county planners hope will 

one day transport residents 

up and down the Gold Coast, Palm 

Beach County’s growth keeps 
whizzing along. 

There’s one major difference: 

In the case of the county’s popula- 


tion locomotive, some may wonder 
if anyone is at the controls. 

As the county moves toward a 
seven-digit population — expected 
to happen before the year 2,000 — 
servicing the new residents creates 
increasing demands. 

County officials concede they

are now in a catch-up process, try- 
ing to avoid being swallowed up by 
problems created largely by the 
county’s own popularity. Inclusion 
in any mass transit systems and 
appropriations for a major trans- 
portation overhaul are hoped to al- 
leviate one major problem. Recruit- 
ment of out-of-state companies to 
relocate in the county is hoped to 
solve a second one: finding jobs for 
the new arrivals. 

The September approval by 
county voters of a record $317 mil- 
lion school bond issue is expected 
to help resolve a third issue. 

Servicing the incoming masses 
is quite another matter, according 
to Palm Beach County Commis- 
sioner Ken Adams. “Prior commis- 
sions have approved approximately 
175,000 homes to be built in the 
unincorporated part of Palm Beach 
County,” Adams said. ‘More peo- 
ple will move into those homes 
than presently live in Boca Raton, 
Boynton Beach, Jupiter, Delray, Te- 
questa, West Palm Beach and all the 
37 cities in Palm Beach County if 
we didn’t approve another single 
home. And that’s just what’s been 
approved in the unincorporated ar- 
eas. 

“T have yet to meet anyone 
who can tell me, that if all the 37 
governments continued to approve 
zoning aS we’re presently doing, 
how many people will be living in 
Palm Beach County 15 years from 
now. That's frightening. There cer- 
tainly could be some problems 
down the road and we may have 
already committed to them.” 

The county has turned to re- 
zoning for help, Adams said. One 
regulation instituted is a ‘“use-it-or- 
lose-it” provision, which says if 
property is not used within two 
years, the zoning may be changed. 
Another program, which Adams 
said may be tested in the courts, 
involves downgrading prior rezon- 
ing approvals. 

A major push to supply jobs 
for the county’s growing popula- 
tion recently was initiated. 

Attracting new residents is 
easy; luring the right kinds of busi- 
nesses can be hard work. That’s 
where Hugo Unruh, president of 


the Economic Council of Palm 
Beach, and William Fruth, head of 
the Palm Beach County Develop- 
ment Board, come into play. 

Fruth’s group has just initiated 
a marketing program which he 
hopes will begin reaping rewards 
two years hence. “It’s a long-term 
process, but if you’re not in at the 
early stages, you’re not in at the end 
of it,’”” he said. 

Fruth hopes the same factors 
which lure new residents can in- 
duce corporations to move regional 
headquarters into Palm Beach 
County. Fruth cited reduced taxes 
at city, county and state levels; the 
lower cost of doing business; prox- 
imity to South America and even 
Europe; the county’s cosmopolitan 
nature; and the growing service 
segment that allows spouses of re- 
located executives to find jobs as all 
factors making his office’s job a lit- 
tle easier. 

Fruth also is careful not to 
overlook the value of existing coun- 
ty companies. “They will not only 
generate leads for us, they will help 
us recruit,” Fruth said. 

Fruth is eyeing “high-tech,” 
clean industries such as medical 
equipment manufacturers, engi- 
neering and scientific firms, pub- 
lishing, data processing and avionic 
industries. ‘‘We’ll be successful. It’s 
just a matter of time,” Fruth said. 

Unruh believes finding the 
right kind of industries to fill future 
employment needs can be a selec- 
tive process. “I think Palm Beach 
has the ability, without being arro- 
gant, to afford to be a little bit picky 
about who and what types of in- 
dustry we want here,” he said. 

It may seem contradictory: 
county officials on the one hand 
worrying about a bulging popula- 
tion while on the other hand trying 
to lure still new businesses which 
surely mean more people. Officials 
say it must be that way, because 
down the road the county’s leading 
industries will be shrinking. 

Tourism is expected to remain 
strong for many years to come. 
Construction is expected to taper 
off as the county reaches peak de- 
velopment levels. Both the rich

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Pioneer Women 
of Palm Beach 


hen Almeda Carlile 

joined her husband, Ju- 

piter lighthouse keeper 
James Armour, in 1867, she learned 
the reality of pioneer life. For her, it 
meant the isolation of being the 
only Caucasian woman in a 100- 
mile radius. 

Six years later Margretta Pierce 
also learned the hardships of pio- 
neer living when she and her young 
son had only pumpkins and fish to 
eat for two weeks while her hus- 
band ventured north to Titusville, 
160 miles away, for provisions. 

Ella Dimick learned firsthand 
the anxiety associated with living in 
a desolate, unpeopled place. For 36 
hours she sailed in a 20-foot boat to 
reach the nearest doctor on the In- 
dian River who could properly set 
her 3-year-old daughter’s broken 
arm. 

For these and other pioneer 
women, life in a “new” land meant 
coping with physical and emotional 
hardships — not the dramatic kind 
portrayed in John Wayne movies, 
but the everyday variety that carves 
character lines on people’s faces. 

In the 1870s, settlers to Lake 
Worth, as the area south of Jupiter 
to Hypoluxo Island was called, 
found no marauding Indians. The 
Seminoles had been “‘pacified’’ and 
sent to Oklahoma reservations or 
back into the Everglades. And the 
biggest threats to comfort and safe- 
ty came not from snakes, alligators, 
panthers or periodic hurricanes, al- 
though all were present, but from 
the more mundane, persistent mos- 
quitoes, ticks, fleas, ants and heat. 

But these settlers were no less

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brave nor adventuresome than oth- 
er pioneers. They were determined 
to succeed in this Florida wilder- 
ness and began carving homes for 
themselves out of palmetto scrub- 
land and mangrove swamps. Their 
history is not just the sum of deeds 
recorded in the bare facts of text- 
books; it is the thoughts and feel- 
ings their journals and letters. 

And it is to the pioneer women 
that we look for such accounts of 
life in early Florida. While the men 
were off registering land deals in 
Tallahassee, clearing brush from 
homestead sites and draining 
marshes for railroad tracks, the 
women wrote — not only about 
these events, but about the smaller, 
more intimate details of their daily 
lives. The accounts of many pioneer 
women, the basis for this article, are 
on file at the Historical Society of 
Palm Beach County, along with 
their personal papers and oral inter- 
views reflecting life in a Florida that 
no longer exists. 


Fortunately, their voices en- 
dure. And their words — about ex- 
changing the “comforts” of civi- 
lized society for the excitement and 
risks of a new one, about living 
under the hot sun while encased in 
stiff whalebone and starched white 
linen — keep their history, from the 
1870s to the early 1900s, alive to- 
day. 

One of these early pioneer 
women was Marion E. Geer. She 
was among the original settlers 
who landed and lived on Palm 
Beach Island in the fall of 1876. 
Arriving first in Jacksonville from 
Illinois, the 13 Geer-Dimick rela- 
tives took a small steamer up the St. 
John’s River to the western edge of 
Lake George, then ‘a mule-drawn 
wagon over eight miles of palmetto 
roots and deep sand to Titusville,” 
and from there a small sailboat up 
the Indian River to Jupiter. Depend- 
ing on the weather, the trip could 
take as long as two weeks. Then the 
traveler had a choice of sailing 10 
miles on open ocean to Lake Worth, 
or else poling and pushing a boat 
over eight miles of sawgrass. 

On her voyage, Mrs. Geer 
learned at least two things, accord- 
ing to an 1896 article she wrote for 
the Lake Worth Historian, a com- 
memorative journal. The first was 
that she wasn’t a good sailor: The 
size of the boat made it necessary to 
sleep standing up, else take turns in 
lying down, and the pounding of the 
waves was not a soothing lullaby in 
(my) ears. The second was that she 
and other Floridians after her 
would have to share the land. 

Putting up for one night at a 
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cabin at Eau Gallie, she writes: The 
discomforts we had found on water 
were fully equalled on land by the 
swarms of mosquitoes above us and 
the great black ants under us which 
_seem to have pre-empted the land and 
were not hospitably inclined toward 
later-comers. It was only later that a 
sailor taught her that a smoking 
smudge pot and a cheesecloth can- 
opy could keep insects away. 

The men in Mrs. Geer’s group 
had described Lake Worth as a 
“Garden of Eden,” but when she 
saw it for the first time, she had 
other thoughts: Oh! desolation! What 
a place to travel weary days and 
nights to find. There seemed absolute- 
ly nothing to build our hopes upon, 
surely not the thin soil with the co- 
quina rock cropping out everywhere

Still, within three weeks the 
party had cleared some land and 
built a cottage. But shortly after- 
ward, a hurricane struck. ... table, 
stove, chairs and bureau were blown 
about and dropped far and near which 
was not in accordance with our ideas 
of the gentle zephyrs we had been told 
fanned the necks of those who lived in 
this favored region, writes Mrs. Geer 
tongue-in-cheek. 

Undaunted, the settlers quick- 
ly rebuilt more homes and... with 
what satisfaction we hastened to set- 
tle... No matter if the carpets did not 
go around and we had to improvise a 
chair or two when visiting. Those we 
had taken with us were considered too 
extravagant and luxurious for ordi- 
nary use and called forth many ex- 
pressions of surprise. What, cane- 
seated chairs! and glass windows! 
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What next (most settlers being satis- 
fied with wooden shutters). 

The nearest post office was 65 
miles north at St. Lucie, and the 
settlers who began arriving in the 
mid-1870s must have felt a keen 
sense: of isolation. Irregular postal 
delivery meant that months might 
elapse between mail days. It wasn’t 
until 1880 that. V.0:5 Speneer 
opened the first post office at Lake 
Worth, and “with mail once a week 
we felt as though we had emerged 
from darkness,” writes Mrs. Geer. 

The settlers were also far re- 
moved from the nearest grocery 
and dry goods store in Titusville, 
but the sea provided for them in 
strange ways. Barrels of lard, cans 
of kerosene, turpentine and var- 
nish, and boxes of bacon and tobac- 
co were washed ashore from ship- 
wrecks or boats jettisoning 
supplies. Even the news of Presi- 
dent Garfield’s death came to them 
from the sea, via a paper thrown by 
a passing steamer to one of their 
boats. } 

By 1878, Mrs. Geer’s family 
had turned to farming; by 1879, 
they were shipping tomatoes north. 
The women were busy, too. While 
the fruit and vegetable business was 
being carried to a profitable finish by 
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The year 1895 brought settlers a welcome new convenience — ferry service between West Palm Beach and the Royal Poinciana Hotel. 


the men, we, the busy housewives, 
found ways to ‘turn an honest penny.’ 
Among the settlers who had located 
since our arrival were thirty widow- 
ers and bachelors for whom we sewed. 
We hesitated at nothing from a ‘wa- 
mus” (a jacket) and overalls to a dress 
suit. Possibly the style of our gar- 
ments wouldn’t have been acceptable 
to the 400 of a fashionable city but our 
customers had abundant confidence 


in our ability as tailors.... Our milli- 
nery department also became popu- 
lar, as soon as we learned to split, 
bleach, and braid palmetto leaves and 
sew (them) into any size and style. 
During these days, the settler’s 
diet included fresh fish, venison, 
fowl, turtle eggs, bear meat, pal- 
metto cabbage and the many vege- 
tables their rich hammock soil pro- 
duced. Still, Mrs. Geer notes that

their Christmas and Fourth of July 
picnics often had a lean and hungry 
look. We missed the picnic cakes, 
those dainty confections compounded 
of the whitest of sugar, butter, eggs 
and milk (which were lacking be- 
cause) we had not yet discovered a 
way to protect our animals (dairy cat- 
tle) from the ravages of mosquitoes. 
Mrs. More very kindly taught us 
many ways of substituting water for

milk in cooking, and however well it 
did for cake, we never could convince 
ourselves that a few spoonfuls of it 
took the place of thick, yellow cream 
in a cup of coffee. 

Mrs. Geer’s themes of adjust- 
ing to the difficulties of travel, the 
sense of isolation, and the need for 
new housekeeping measures are 
echoed in the words of other wom- 
en. 

But for young, single girls, life 
in the semi-tropics could be seen as 
a temporary challenge. So Anna L. 
Bonker, just out of a Massachusetts 
college in 1876, could write breezi- 
ly about the discomforts of ““camp- 
ing out” on her way to Florida: ”’. . . 
having your food seasoned with 
sand instead of pepper and salt, 
being caught in numerous showers, 
(and) getting doses of sand-flies 

-when the wind blew down.” 

She rebounds quickly from the 
arduous sawgrass route from Jupi- 
ter to her father’s house on Lake 
Worth: We stowed ourselves away in 
a row boat and were pushed with long 
poles, Indian fashion, through acres 
and acres of sharp, tall grass with 
nothing (to my eye) visible as a path. 
And so I reached my home, stiff from 
my cramped position, hungry, worn 
out and my face like a boiled lobster 
from the sun. But I was young, my 
spirits elastic, and recuperation not a 
hard task. ... 

But a letter from Fanny E. 
Brown in Port Townsend, Wash., in 
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1896 to the editors of the Lake 
Worth Historian recalls a harsher 
reality, possibly because she came 
not as a carefree girl but as a mother 
with children. Arriving on Lake 
Worth for the first time on a stormy 
night, she writes, ““We could only 
tell our distance from shore by the 
flashes of lightning, which, fortu- 
nately were very frequent.” 

At last they saw a campfire 
light from their one neighbor. 

We paused at his landing to 


speak and engage his help. ... I 
chanced to ask some question, when a 
voice... said, ‘Why, that’s a woman's 
voice!’ 

The reason for surprise I was 
told was that with the exception of 
myself there were but two women for 
many miles around. 

The rain was coming down in 
earnest, but amid all the discomfort 
we could but admire and wonder at 
the beauty of the phosphorescent wa- 
ter. ... (Still) shelter was most wel- 


come, though the house was so close 
and stuffy we could scarcely breathe. I 
opened windows and doors for fresh 
air, but alas for my ignorance, the one 
small lamp (that had been lit) was 
enough to draw myriads of mosqui- 
toes to make music and torment us. 
Fortunately, the two beds in the house 
were covered by good bars (for mos- 
guito netting) and two days later, the 
schooner unloaded windows and 
doors screened. ... 

Often her quiet evenings alone 
spent reading to the children would 
be interrupted by piercing screams. 
In the morning, panther tracks 
would be found. Fanny Brown con- 
cludes: From week to week, telling of 
loneliness and isolation, when I saw 
no face, save those of my own family, 
for more than a month at a time. Here, 
in my new Western home they serve 
to assure me it was not all a dream but 
a stern reality. 

Harsh as life may have been 
sometimes, it wasn’t without plea- 
sures for a child. Lillie Pierce Voss, 
who begins her undated, unpub- 
lished autobiography by claiming 
to be in 1876 “the first white girl 
born between Jupiter and Miami 
when the whole country was noth- 
ing but a howling wilderness,” 
spent her early childhood on Hypo- 
luxo Island. The Pierces were the 
first family to permanently settle on 
Lake Worth in 1872, and Lillie de- 
scribes Hypoluxo as being very 
beautiful with: ... a growth of dog 
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fennel which is feathery, fine, leafy- 
like stuff. It grew about four feet high 
all over the lower land and morning 
| glories were all over that. 
| (It)... was a delightful place for 
a youngster to grow up.... We were 
just a little bit away from the lake on 
the back side (of the house) and a 
lagoon there where I could go bathing 
and wading. My cousin in Chicago 
| sent me a lovely pair of morrocco 
(leather) shoes — red shoes — the first 
I had ever seen. Mama put them on 
my feet and I went right down and

the sumptuous Ponce de Leon Hotel in St. 

Augustine when he fell in love with a 24- 

year-old, married North Carolinian, named 

Mary Lily Kenan, who would become his 

third wife. Around 1888, Flagler, who ini- 

tially disliked Florida, made his way down 

to the island that now is called Palm Beach. His second 

wife, Ida, was committed to an asylum so Flagler 

devoted all his time to Mary Lily, whose husband had 

passed away. When the affair made the newspapers, 

he was determined to wed her. After a hearty round of 

payoffs, he managed to convince the Florida Legisla- 

ture that a bill was necessary to make incurable illness 
sufficient grounds for divorce. Ida became his “‘ex.”’ 

In addition to homes in Newport and New York, 

the entrepreneur paid men from around the globe to 

build Whitehall (now the Flagler Museum), for the 

very self-centered and wealth-loving Mary Lily. It was 

completed in 1902 and the couple made it their winter 
home for the years preceding Flagler’s death in 1913. 

Not long after Flagler was bur- 

ied beside his first wife in St. Au- 


gustine, an old beau of Kenan’s 
from North Carolina paid her a call 
— Judge Robert Worth Bingham, 


who had moved to Louisville.

accused her husband of sleeping 
with his own daughter, Liza Pulit- 
zer Leidy, then 26. Peter denied it 
while Liza countercharged that it 
was Roxy who had made a pass at 
her. As for the trumpet, Roxanne 
insisted that she didn’t have sex 
with it, rather, it was used as an 
instrument to talk to the dead. 

If you think all this sounds too 
racy for a mother blessed with twin 
5-year-old sons, Mack and Zack 
Pulitzer, you would agree with 


Palm Beach Judge Carl Harper's de- 
cision when he dissolved the 1976 
marriage: Roxy had no right to 
claim any part of Peter’s $12 mil- 
lion fortune nor gain custody of the 
boys. She was told to vacate the 
North Lake Way home because she 
was a marriage wrecker guilty of 
“gross moral misconduct.” 

Devastated, Roxanne said, 
“You don’t know what it’s like to 
have your own children taken away 
from you.” She waved off her West 
Palm Beach attorney, Joe Farish Jr., 
and called on celebrity palimony 
lawyer Marvin Mitchelson, who 
flew in on the red-eye from Los 
Angeles.

And so on. Poor Roxy never 
got what she felt due her so she has 
been forced to make her own way 
in life.

Roxy said she and Peter used to 
swap Christmas stockings filled 
with pornography.

When asked how she felt about 
her sons seeing their mother nude 
in a magazine, she said, “There is 
nothing wrong with nudity, we talk 
freely about it at home. They were 
proud of me.” 

Peter, who still has custody of 
the twins, made no comment but 
friends said he was furious over the 
spread. 

The whole ordeal rid Roxanne 
of her naivete and taught the gentle 
blonde beauty just who her friends 
were. Not Jacquie Kimberly, who 
took her to lunch at the Petite Mar- 
mite during the trial and said she 
was sorry but in light of the humili- 
ating accusations, they could no 
longer be seen together. Only Pat 
Booth, a British author who penned 
the seething novel Palm Beach last 
year, has remained her bosom bud- 
dy.

Roxy is deter- 
mined to tell others how she feels 
about America’s judicial system. 
She has even lectured on its inade- 
quacies to legal groups. 

She also teaches aerobics at 
Inger’s Workout on Clematis Street 
in West Palm Beach, sees her sons 
whenever possible, swims with Pat 
Booth and hubby Dr. Garth Wood 
in their north-end Palm Beach 
home pool, and jets back and forth 
to L.A., making deals and dating a 
mystery man. Marriage isn’t in the 


stars. “I’m happy and free and I’ve 


learned a lot,” she said. ‘I have no 
plans to marry.” 

Nor does Peter. 

““GREGG” DODGE MORAN 

Gregg Dodge Moran, former 
showgirl and Miss America contes- 
tant, reared in Beloit, Wis., is still a 
blonde bombshell at 64. In the late 
1940s she wed Walter Sherwood, a 
$90-a-week ticket agent for the 
New York Yankees but that ro- 
mance fizzled out within months. 
He admitted to stealing $75,000 
from the baseball club in order to 
finance his wife’s expensive tastes. 
Soon after, the flamboyant playgirl

skyrocketed into the national spot- 
light when she married playboy 
auto heir Horace Dodge Jr., who 
reportedly spent $250,000 on the 
wedding. Nothing was too good for 
Gregg, wife number five. 

No one was surprised, howev- 
er, when the marriage soured, and 
news articles chronicled the chorus 
girl’s stormy encounters with Hor- 
ace, bandleaders and even police 
officers who were summoned to 
quell her frequent public outbursts. 

Although they had a son, 
Johnny, Gregg filed for divorce in 
1962. Horace, however, died two 
years later before it became final. 
Naturally, lawsuits were instigated 
over her inheritance rights since 
Horace’s will specifically excluded 
his mate of 10 years, citing that she 
was a “‘spendthrift’’ and he couldn’t 
afford her. He died owing $14 mil- 
lion. Gregg later asserted that she 
won $11 million in an out-of-court 
settlement of a suit against her hus- 
band’s estate. 

In 1965, Gregg married her 
bodyguard, Dan Moran, a hand- 
some former New York City cop. 
The fancy wedding ceremony, held 
in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, was a 


harbinger of their lavish lifestyle: 
$20,000 parties, global trips, costly 
gowns and jewels, a $1 million 
Southampton home on the ocean 
set back from the road behind iron 
gates like Buckingham Palace. 
Amenities such as an indoor Olym- 
pic-sized pool, sauna, exercise ma- 
chines, snazzy wet bar, four kitch- 
ens and a movie theater were 
reached by two elevators instead of 
one grand staircase. ‘‘We find it 
very easy and comfortable,” Gregg 
told reporters in 1970. 

But nothing comfortable lasts 
forever. After going through mil- 
lions, being chased by creditors, 
facing bankruptcy and shooting an 
intruder who broke into their 
oceanfront home in Palm Beach, 
Dan Moran died, reportedly by 
committing suicide. Gregg blamed 
it on money problems. 

Shortly before his death in 
1978, Gregg was arrested and 
charged with bilking a New York 
bank by falsely claiming she was an 
heir to a $9 million Dodge family 
trust. There was no such trust. 
Three years later, she walked out of 
a Manhattan courtroom a free 
woman, despite a passionate plea 
from prosecutor Matthew Crossen 
demanding that she be imprisoned 
for stealing $400,000 from her son’s 
trust fund left behind by Horace. 
“The life of Dora Dodge Moran was 
characterized by deceit,’” he said. 
“Her single-minded pursuit of un- 
earned wealth has left a train of 
suffering victims extending back 30 
years.” Judge Harold Waxman let 
her off because she had paid back 
the stolen money and because her 
son had urged the court not to send 
her to prison. Said Gregg at the 
time, wrapping a mink around her 
shoulders: “Thank God it’s over 
with.” 

Perhaps all this excitement 
prompted Gregg to write a TV- 
movie for CBS, a roman a clef about 
the wealthy “vying for power, love, 
influence and acceptance.” “There 
are ladies sleeping with their but- 
lers and the butlers are blackmail- 
ing their employers in Palm 
Beach,” Gregg said. “Everyone 
loves stories about rich people.”

A Classic Comfort-Food 
Becomes a Chic Dessert 


BREAD 
PUDDING

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ore than 200 years ago, 

distinguished gentlemen 

wandered down tree- 
lined streets into the stately 18th- 
century homes at Williamsburg, 
Va., where the dinner meal consist- 
ed of rare roast beef and hearty 
bread pudding with brandied 
peaches for dessert. 

Today, hostesses from venera- 
ble Virginia families, have resur- 
rected bread pudding — not as a 
staple — but for dessert in place of 
mincemeat pie. “It’s the elder chil- 
dren of old aristocratic families here 
who serve bread pudding,” ex- 
plains Kathryn Arnold, food ways 
specialist for the exhibition kitch- 
ens in Colonial Williamsburg. ‘Af- 
ter 1790, Americans pulled sweet 
dishes out of the main courses and 
used them as desserts. Recently, 
certain families have reintroduced 
bread pudding as a fancy dessert. 
Sort of a return to their roots. I’m 
about to try it in one of our 18th- 
century English kitchens.” 

Later considered a poor-folk’s 
dessert (it’s made of leftover bread), 
bread pudding, which remains at- 
tractive to the eye, is beginning to 
pop up on menus and dessert carts 
at expensive, sophisticated restau- 
rants. 

According to a spokesperson 
for L’Express at the Esplanade, 
bread pudding ($2.50 a slice) is a 
very popular menu item, especially 
with foreign tourists. “We really 
sell it during the winter season to 
Europeans because they love the 
French bread with raisins and yel- 
low sauce. They believe bread pud- 
ding is quintessentially American. 
And it’s fattening!” 

Bread pudding is “in’” because 
it’s nourishing and the National 
Cancer Institute recommends fiber 
such as nuts, fruits and grains. It’s 
even been reviewed with recipes in 
major medical magazines. 

This soft-cooked food, created 
with variations of basic bread, but- 
ter and eggs, comes in many variet- 
ies: raisin, lemon, pecan, peach, ap- 
plesauce, Creole-style (French 
bread and vanilla with heavy 
sauce) and exciting blends — souf- 
fles smothered in bourbon sauces,

She graduated from the Pratt 
Institute in 1968 with a degree in 
graphic design and immediately 
entered the world of advertising, 
working in Washington, D.C., and 
Manhattan. She’s particularly 
proud of a series of educational 
packets she created for Hatch Asso- 
ciates. 

Margaret made the move to 
“full-time free-lance artist’’ with a 
little help from fate. 

“T had taken an antibiotic for a 
cold and it just wiped out my sys- 
tem,’”’ she recalled, indicating that 
since she seldom took medicine, 
her reaction to the antibiotic was 
rather violent. She was also run- 
down from working hard. 

To recover fully, Margaret took 
time off from her job; when she was 
feeling better, the job was no longer 
available to her. ‘I thought to my- 
self that it was a sign,” she said. ‘So 
I took the time to explore some 
things for myself.” 

Starting with handmade pil- 
lows that she marketed to stores 
like Bendel’s, Margaret began gen- 
erating interest in her fabric de- 
signs. Blending the specialized art 
style with her knowledge of the 
advertising industry, she filled a 
void. “Nobody was doing anything 
textural,’ she said. 

With the support of her hus- 
band, an ad agency art director, 
Margaret threw herself into the 
threads and fabrics of her basement 
workshop and emerged as a signifi- 
cant illustrator. Most people have at 
least seen her poster design for the 
Broadway show, Shenandoah. And 
now, having designed the Avon 
calendar for this year, she has add- 
ed notoriety. 

“It’s still very exciting,” she 
said. “I love seeing my work in 
print.” With 8.6 million Avon cal- 
endars around the country, Marga- 
ret receives many comments from 
people who see her work almost 
everywhere. 

Margaret’s designs include ev- 
erything from Perrier bottles to as- 
paragus. The map of the United 
States she created for American Ex- 
press has become a popular poster.

Each state is represented by a soft 
fabric symbol. Florida, naturally 
enough, has a palm tree. 

Margaret’s work for the Har- 
court, Brace, Jovanovich publica- 
tion, The Christmas Carol Sampler, 
was another major project. She cre- 
ated fabric collages to illustrate 
holiday songs. People who know 
her personally also know that she 
included herself and her family in 
the illustrations. The bespectacled 
angel on the cover bears a more- 
than-coincidental resemblance to 
the artist. Husband Frank and 
daughter Katie also appear in the 
Sampler. 

Many businesses have com- 
missioned Margaret to create a ma- 
terial depiction of their products: 
Ragu, Texaco, Thai Airlines and B. 
Altman’s are just a few. 

She sees some people regard- 
ing her work as being “on the verge 
of craft” instead of art. ‘I'd like my 
work to be taken rather seriously,” 
she said. “I have a piece at the 
Smithsonian Institute called “Look- 
ing at Earth.’ It was quite an honor 
to be chosen. I guess you always 
want more and to be thought of and 
to be considered. But right now, I 
feel pretty good and I feel very 
proud of my work.” 

Where does a fabric illustrator 
who has achieved status in the art 
market want to go next? “I have 
something cut out and put up on 
my wall as a goal,” she said, de- 
scribing a picture of prominent il- 
lustrators meeting in Europe. Mar- 
garet has cut out a picture of herself 
and pasted it in beside the others. 

As long as her sewing machine 
and imagination hold out, Margaret 
Cusack might one day take her cut- 
out picture off the wall and replace 
it with the real thing. 

The Flagler Museum in Palm 
Beach is hosting an exhibition of 
Margaret Cusack’s fabric collages 
that went into The Christmas Carol 
Sampler. The exhibition, which 
opened Nov. 18 and will run 
through Dec. 28, also features Mar- 
garet Cusack’s design which ap- 
pears in this issue of Palm Beach 
Life.

continued into the 1950s, notably 
Among the Palms — a roundup of 
hotel social news, the imperative 
Cottage Colony List and Dear Dora 
— a lighthearted predecessor to 
Suzy’s column. 

However, the magazine truly 
became influential in creating an 
aura of South Florida elegance 
when Davies hired 19-year-old 
Ruby Edna Pierce in 1907. 

Initially protesting that she 
“couldn't write,’ Miss Ruby, as she

was affectionately addressed, lived 
up to Davies’ reply: ‘But you’re 
smart.” Fond of saying that she 
“borned’”’ the magazine, she was 
promoted to the dual position of 
editor and general manger in 1910. 

Miss Ruby was one of the most 
colorful editors ever to lift a copy 
pencil. Extremely protective of 
Palm Beach society, which she cata- 
gorized on a social scale from Old 
Guard -—— “they don’t give a hang 
whether their names appear in 
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print’”” — to the publicity-loving 
“monkey set,” she told columnists 
who couldn’t resist taking a swipe 
at socialites, “You can’t attack my 
people!”’ 

Until her retirement in 1954, 
she was devoted to the myth of 
exclusiveness. Each fall, she gath- 
ered her staff together, presented 
them with copies of the social regis- 
ter and drove them past the homes 
of prominent Palm Beachers. Her 
reliance on small-town methods of 
printing intimate, lengthy listings 
of social activities was based on the 
simple formula: ‘“Names make 
news.” 

Perhaps more than anyone as- 
sociated with the magazine, REP — 
as she often signed her terse memo- 
randums to staff — was responsible 
for “cementing” the clientele to the 
resort. 


egular features 
chronicled the 
island’s activities 


Her own personal files were 
bulging with indexed divorces — 
“so I can keep track of the children 
and all their mamas and papas” — 
and Palm Beach’s most eligible 
bachelors complete with the origin 
of their fortunes. 

While she respected society 
leaders, Miss Ruby also could act 
on impulse. When she once attend- 
ed a function at the Everglades 
Club and discovered a foreign 
sportscar was edged in at an angle, 
robbing her of her space, she 
pushed the expensive car out into 
the middle of Worth Avenue. Her 
flabbergasted companion ex- 
claimed, ‘‘That was Wooly Dona- 
hue’s car you shoved!” She san- 
guinely replied, ‘I don’t care if it’s 
Wooly Bear’s.” 

Lamenting the downfall of the 
Old Guard as she remembered it, 
the dynamic editor complained, 
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“Where we used to have bankers, 
we now have bottlecap makers as 
society leaders.” Nevertheless, af- 
ter her 1954 retirement she philoso- 
phized, “Unless Palm Beach is 
bombed off the face of the earth, it 
will never come to an end. I truly 
believe it’s destined for immortality 
as much as you and I. It’s too beau- 
tiful to ever become a Miami Beach 
or Coney Island.” 

Throughout Miss Ruby’s reign, 
Palm Beach Life was dominated by a 
conservative policy, preferring to 
capitalize on the island's attractions 
rather than its politics. The illustrat- 
ed covers were of a scenic postcard 
variety and early photographs typi- 
cally portrayed ‘‘queens’” of Palm 
Beach society posing in Afromo- 
biles. Few personal interviews ap- 
peared in its pages, so as not to 
interfere with resorters’ pleasure 
and privacy. 

Features on resort sports, in- 
cluding 1908 Jacksonville — Miami 
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For 47 years, Ruby Pierce recorded the 


“names that make news” in the magazine. 


Road Race in which contestants cov- 
ered 360 miles of swamps and ever- 
glades and arrived at their destina- 
tion on the fifth day, were popular, 
as was the latest fashion news. The 
same issue included a fashion item 
nestled among several others, de- 


scribing a designer’s gown worn by 
a Mrs. John Clinton Gray and con- 
cluding, ““A collar of diamonds and 
pearls, and ropes of pearls were the 
only jewels worn.” 

For those who were interested 
in reading about themselves and 
their friends, and other readers who 
existed on a more vicarious diet, 
local beats covered the major ho- 
tels, the cottage colony, night and 
private clubs, the arts, restaurants, 
shops, yachts and charitable affairs. 
The writing was tinged with super- 
latives and flowery language, de- 
scribing Palm Beach as a heaven- 
on-earth: “This enchanted little Isle 
... the very air seems laden with 
happiness.” 

While subscribers in 1915 were 
thumbing past ads for a $2,285 
Winston Six automobile and Egyp- 
tian Deities cigarettes manufac- 
tured for “people of culture, refine- 
ment and education,” one weekly 
column mentioned that among the 
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various war efforts, women could 
be observed knitting items for sol- 
diers while attending the opera. ‘In 
fact, Dora, it’s quite the fashion to 
be poor this season.” The article 
goes on to confide, ‘Wealthiest cus- 
tomers are only ordering a couple 
of gowns. One almost apologizes 
for serving champagne or for any 
lavish expenditure at all, for this is 
certainly a Season of denying one’s 
self of something in order to do for 
others.”” 


TURNING BACK THE PAGES 


During the 1920s, when Palm 
Beach Life moved to larger quarters 
on the corner of County Road and 
Brazilian Avenue, editorials took a 
stronger stand. The March 1920 is- 
sue contained an article describing 
women on political committees and 
as delegates: “After centuries of 
placid domesticity and more or less 
efficient home keeping, the Ameri- 
can women have thrown off the 
shackles and entered the arena for 
political honors.” Another editorial 
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entitled Changing Sentiment criti- 
cized ‘titled abandoned royalty 
who have come to this country to 
rehabilitate themselves” and Amer- 
ican mothers who sought social 
prestige by marrying off their 
daughters to ‘’this particular line of 
derelicts.” 

When Oscar G. Davies suc- 
ceeded his father as publisher in 
1925, the magazine took an opti- 
mistic viewpoint. “With the devel- 
opment in this section of the Florida 
East Coast, Palm Beach Life has 
only the utmost confidence in the 
future of this resort,” the article 
stated and continued to describe 
the subsequential enlargement of 
its format to 48 pages. 

Along with the prediction that 
“the whole of Palm Beach will cen- 
ter on the club life,” there also was

an ominous warning printed in 
February 1925. Commencing with 
a “‘let’s be loyal to our resort” spirit, 
it went on to state how the disloyal 
would fare. “You will not be dis- 
missed or told to get out and stay 
out, but you will receive the righ- 
teous condemnation of all the cot- 
tagers and citizens. You will be de- 
nied that by them which should be 
of greater value than gold: their 
approval and praise.” 

Those who were faithful were 
captured in candid social photo- 
graphs, on the beach, shopping on 
Worth Avenue or posing with their 
dogs and described in glowing 
terms. It seems that everyone in the 
late 1920s was “interesting and at- 
tractive,” “popular and lovely” or 
“pretty and gay.”

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managed to weather the Great De- 
pression, the island’s mood had 
changed. The colonists became 
worried about how the nation per- 
ceived their image and quickly re- 
treated from public exposure. It 
wasn't until the 1936-37 season 
that resort socialites threw off the 
bonds of the disaster and returned 
to their former mode of living. A 
calendar of coming events listed art 
exhibitions, concerts, flower shows. 

Hints of the impending impact 
of World War II appeared in an 
early 1940 issue beginning, ‘With 
black-outs the order of the day in 
turbulent Europe, many of the no- 
bility from the Continent are setting 
sail for the calm tropical loveliness 
of Palm Beach.” 

In 1945, Palm Beach Life, which 
now published semimonthly dur- 
ing the season, printed a house ad, 
explaining it was ‘’the resort’s own 
magazine, containing news and 
views of the season’s social activi-

The latter included such items 
as the War Brides pages, a photo- 
graph of the “winged victory” coif- 
fure by Elizabeth Arden, the war- 
time golf ball shortage and the 
difficulty of playing the game with 
“retreads,”” a Resorters in the Armed 
Forces column and a patriotic ad for 
the West Palm Beach water compa- 
ny advising customers, ‘Don’t be a 
drip! Save water.” 

Local structures were turned 
over to the war cause and activities 
within were dutifully reported by 
the magazine. The Biltmore Hotel 
became a training station for 
SPARS, an organization composed 
of Coast Guard women; The Break- 
ers was transformed into a hospital 
staffed by Volunteers-for-Victory; 
the Palm Beach Round Table 
opened a headquarters for service- 
men and women Feb. 17, 1945, at 
Col. Edward R. Bradley’s Embassy

Club with an opening night dance 
for soldiers and sailors stationed in 
nearby camps and bases; and Brad- 
ley Hall, originally the Oasis Club, 
was transformed into a marine bio- 
logical research laboratory to find 
natural substitutes for imported 
Japanese drugs. 

Even entertainment was affect- 
ed by the war. Clark Gable’s film 
Combat America, with cast members 
from the 31st Bomber Group of the 
AAF, was shown at Whitehall, 
where lavish balls had once been 
held. One article summed up the 
changing style of social activities: 

“Since the nationwide curfew 
has been ringing each night, a 
change has come over the resort 
activities, for once again the lovely 
villas and charming patios have be- 
come the settings for much enter- 
tainment. 

“Naturally ration points play 
an important role in entertaining

Their romance made the 
columns, including this piece in the 
old New York World Telegram. “Jack 
Kennedy, who won the Navy’s 
highest award for heroism by 
swimming through a sea of flame to 
rescue two of his PT boat crew, has 
just been voted another outstand- 
ing decoration. Palm Beach’s cot- 
tage colony wants to give him its 
annual Oscar for achievement in 
the field of romance ... giving 
Durie Malcolm the season’s out- 
standing rush. The two were insep- 
arable at all social functions and

sports events. They even drove 
down to Miami to hold hands at 
football games and wager on the 
horses. Durie is beautiful and intel- 
ligent. Tiny obstacle to orange blos- 
soms is that the Kennedys frown on 
divorce.” 

No more was heard about the 
lovebirds until Jack became presi- 
dent of the United States. Then 
some stories circulated that the cou- 
ple had been married and it could 
be documented through a book 
called Blauvelt Family Geneology, 
published in 1957. Durie was a de- 
scendant of that Dutch family who 
came to America in 1638. Louis 
Blauvelt, who prepared the book, 
had omitted Durie’s marriage to a 
wealthy lumberman named Thom- 
as Shevlin in 1947, but he did in- 
clude her marriage to John F. Ken- 
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nedy. Reporters from Time, 
Newsweek and The New York Times 
investigated the marriage but could 
find no papers filed. Naturally, the 
White House denied the marriage 
ever took place. Durie refused com- 
ment at the time but later denied 
the marriage. Yet the story remains. 

Tabloids around the world 
have published stories of the nup- 
tials. Some reporters believe that 
Joseph Kennedy, in his anxiety for 
his John to become president, ‘‘an- 
nulled’’ the marriage and used his 
power to destroy all possible legal 
proof of their short-lived union. 

By 1951, when Jack met Jackie, 
the name Durie Malcolm Shevlin 
meant nothing to the Kennedy clan. 
But from the beginning of that ro- 
mance, Jackie stayed away from 
Palm Beach whenever possible. 

Much of Kennedy’s alleged 
philandering during his marriage to 
Jackie took place in the star-struck 
worlds of Hollywood, Las Vegas 
and Palm Springs. New York ho- 
tels, the White House and the win- 
ter White House — in Palm Beach 
— were less exciting, although re- 
portedly, Kennedy trysts with 
Marilyn Monroe and Angie Dickin- 
son took place in Washington. For 
some reason, the Kennedy com- 
pound in Hyannis Port and the 
Palm Beach home were more fam- 
ily-oriented and not rumored to be 
the scene of his sexual escapades. 
JOSEPH AND ROSE KENNEDY 

Rose Kennedy believed her 
husband’s philandering was a part 
of life, according to her former sec- 
retary and recent biographer, Bar- 
bara Gibson. “She just resigned 
herself to the belief that men had 
other women,” Barbara said. “Rose 
would go to Paris, New York and 
other cities around the world for a 
month at a time and have a won- 
derful holiday by herself. Once in a 
while Joe would be staying at a 
different hotel in the same city and 
they would meet for dinner.” 

He was Boston Irish, plugged 
into politics, money and the lives of 
his sons. In 1927, he met silent- 
screen star Gloria Swanson. Al- 
ready a millionaire at age 35, Joe

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was overwhelmed by Gloria’s in- 
souciance at turning down a $1 mil- 
lion movie contract. She was form- 
ing her own company and a friend 
suggested that she consult Kenne- 
dy, a Harvard man. Joe was smitten 
with her sophistication and self-as- 
surance. Since she had married the 
Marquis de la Falaise de le Cou- 
draye, her title “marquise” really 
appealed to Joe. Once they agreed 
that Joe would handle the compa- 
ny, they became the talk of both 
coasts. 

Gloria and Joe’s relationship 
was a curious one. Although he was 
on the most intimate terms with the 
famous star, begging her to have 
his child and actually petitioning 
the church hierarchy to be allowed 
to leave his family and live with 
her, he nevertheless treated her as a 
business adversary. Many gifts he 
bestowed upon her were purchased 
with her money. 

One night while Gloria was 
dining with Joe and friends, she 
asked him about a Cadillac he had 
awarded a writer who came up with 
a title for her next film. . . the Cad- 
illac had been charged — errone- 
ously, she thought — to her per- 
sonal account. Joe turned red, 
choked on his food and left. 

Then, a few years later, Joe 
called Gloria late on the night FDR 
won his first Democratic nomina- 
tion. Kennedy said he wanted to 
give her the chance to speak to the 
next president of the United States. 
Gloria was unimpressed. She knew 
what Joe really wanted was a cabi- 
net post and he hoped the associa- 
tion with her might ensure it. 

She hung up and went back to 
sleep. 

In Life With Rose Kennedy, Bar- 
bara Gibson wrote, ‘‘Mrs. Kennedy 
was a feisty and independent wom- 
an who had never acknowledged 
that she needed anyone and wasn’t 
about to start because she was a 
frail octogenarian.” 

It seems fitting that in an up- 
coming television movie about the 
Kennedys, the role of Rose Kenne- 
dy might be played by Katharine 
Hepburn. O 
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mocha chocolate Jack Daniels, pink 
grapefruit and coconut with bits of 
Heath Bar.

the pristine timelessness of New 
England or the ice-cold slopes of 
Vermont or on large Southern plan- 
tations. We taste it and yearn for a 
gentler world of simple things — 
the setting sun, the glow of the 
fireplace, the colors in the garden. 

Interestingly enough, the ori- 
gins of bread pudding are English, 
not French. English puddings 
emerged as a porridge; the French, 
as more of a “guts,”’ a Boudin fresh 
sausage called puddying. The tran- 
sition from sausage to a sweet por- 
ridge returned to France, rather 
than England.

“Bread pudding has the homey 
connotation of well-being and hos- 
pitality,’” wrote the linguist 
Halliwell in the Martha Washington 
Book of Cookery by food authority, 
Karen Hess. “Bread pudding is the 
commencement of dinner.” 

While some 15th-century pud- 
ding recipes called for bread 
crumbs, the first genuine bread 
pudding recipe was found in En- 
gland’s oldest and most famous 
Hannah Glasse Cookbook, circa 1747. 
Hannah boiled or baked it with 
crumbs of penny loaf, sugar, flour, 
ginger, raisins, salt, fruit and milk

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for batter then mixed it into a paste 
with no crust. The Scottish pud- 
dings consisted mainly of leftovers 
such as bread or bread parts. 

Then Mary Randolph, who 
was called the best cook in America 
around 1824, had a recipe for baked 
bread pudding with nutmeg, bran- 
dy and lemon peel. She baked it 
into a puff pastry using a brick or 
Dutch oven. Mary Randolph and 
the other grandes dames of bread 
pudding believed that this dish 
could indeed be carried to another’s 
home in the case of a funeral or 
other household function. 

As a dessert today, warm, cus- 
tardy bread pudding maintains the 
same home-style approach with el- 
egance. Like novelists, good host- 
esses match character to taste and 
setting. And a good cook knows 
instinctively that each dessert is a 
narrative. As Jean Anthelme Brillat- 
Savarin, the 18th- and 19th-century 
gastronome, wrote in The Physiolo- 
gy of Taste, “All tongues are not 
equally endowed.” A delicate des- 
sert to one may be wooden and 
unfulfilling to another. 

For some hostesses, what's 
best about bread pudding is the 
preparation which is summed up in 
one word: simple. A bread pudding 
is made with day-old white bread, 
French bread, oatmeal, croissants 
or anything comparable and blend- 
ed with a custard base. Different 
flavorings add the 1980s touch. 

RUTH BROWN’S OLD- 
FASHIONED BREAD PUDDING 

(Makes 6 - 8 servings) 
2 eggs 
2 cups of milk 
24 cup brown sugar* 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
% teaspoon salt 
3 slices of white bread, buttered 
and cubed 
% cup of raisins, if desired 

Beat the first five ingredients 
together until frothy. Gently stir in 
the bread (and raisins, if desired) 
and pour into a buttered casserole. 
Place the casserole in a larger pan 
filled with about 2 inch of water. 
Bake in 350° oven for about 50 
minutes, or until table knife insert-

ed in the center comes out clean. 
The top of the pudding should be 
golden. Best when served warm or 
at room temperature. 

*By increasing the brown sugar 
to 1 cup and lavishly spreading but- 
ter on the bread, the pudding will 
form a lovely sort of caramel sauce 
to spread over it when served.

waded in the lake with them on. 

Summertime evenings in the 
1880s meant... a few million mos- 
guitoes to the square inch (so) we 
stuffed up our key holes and every 
crack (in the house). We went around 
before dark and then didn’t light any 
lamps. But my brother had a violin 
and he'd sit there and play and my 
mother and father and I would sing. 
So we spent many and many an eve- 
ning singing old songs. 

Innocent as Lillie’s life ap-

pears, it wasn’t without special mo- 
ments of poignancy. She notes, for 
instance, that her mother was never 
very strong after she (Lillie) was 
born.

her northern days which were not 
procurable here: they were beefsteak, 
cow’s milk, and buggy rides. ... After 
I was grown and married and Mother 
lived with me...and as the Lake was 
now rapidly growing up, she came to 
realize her dreams as cows were being 
kept and good roads being built. 

Toward the end of the 1880s, a 
new type of adventurer — the tour- 
ist — began arriving in Palm Beach, 
as the area around the new post 
office was called. These upper-mid- 
dle class and wealthy families came 
to Florida for the same reason visi- 
tors have come ever since: the lure 
of... the soft, dry air which enables 
one to sit out of doors at night and day 
during winter without a wrap or extra 
covering and the utter absence of 
colds, influenzas and other ills which 
fall to our lot in the north, as one 
visitor wrote in 1896. 

The railroad made travel fairly 
comfortable down to at least Titus- 
ville; flourishing orange groves 
along the Indian River and the es- 
tablishment of fashionable resort 
towns like Ormond and Rockledge 
drew tourists farther south on Indi- 
an River paddle steamers. It was 
inevitable that they’d venture far- 
ther down the coast. 

Several hotels and boarding 
houses dotted the eastern edge of 
Lake Worth, but the largest — with 
25 rooms — and most popular in 
the pre-Flagler days was the Cocoa- 
nut Grove House built by E.N. Di- 
mick in 1884 and managed by his 
wife, Ella. 

She wrote that “the people 
who first settled Palm Beach were 
not people of means, no means at 
all hardly.” 

But that changed by the early 
1890s. Marsena Roberts, whose 
wealthy husband built her a winter 
cottage in Palm Beach, told the 
readers of the 1896 Lake Worth His- 
torian that The Society of Palm Beach 
is very congenial; there is a large 
cottage colony of people from New 
York, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Cleveland, Troy, Saratoga and other 
cities ... (and) the two large hotels 
(the Royal Poinciana and The Break- 
ers) built by Mr. Flagler, as well as

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others, are filled during the season 
with the best people of the country, so 
that socially Palm Beach is all that 
could be desired. 

Henry Flagler stayed at the 
Roberts’ cottage when he came to 
scout the area in 1893. A small but 
revealing glimpse about the expec- 
tations and limitations of entertain- 
ing in those days is shown in a 
March 19, 1893 letter by Emma Gil- 
pin, a seasonal visitor. Mrs. Robert(s) 
came to see me...and invited us... 
to her new home which is in beautiful 
running order now. She has con- 
guered the housekeeping difficulties 
bravely — has her ice-chest and gets 
nice fresh supplies. Surprised Mr. 
Flagler when she entertained him last 
week. He thought no fresh meats 
could be found here. 

Emma and John Gilpin and 
their teenage son Vincent were an

affluent Victorian family from 
Chester, Pa., who regularly stayed 
at the Cocoanut Grove Hotel and 
even spent part of one winter living 
aboard their sailboat. Emma’s fre- 
quent, chatty letters written be- 
tween 1891 and 1893 to her sister- 
in-law Sue are an unpublished 
diary of society in those early “sea- 
sons.” 

Dated as some of the pastimes 
seem — old-fashioned parlor 
games like whist or euchre, self- 
organized musicales with singing 
quartets, daytime promenades, vis- 
its to the pineapple plantations that 
ran south of Datura Street in West 
Palm Beach or duck hunts near 
Clear Lake — many of their obser- 
vations and leisure pursuits are re- 
markably close to today’s. 

Writing on the sleeping car be- 
tween Savannah and Jacksonville 
in 1891, Emma reflects on her son’s 


awareness of the social ladder: 

. Vincent's fears that we might 
have a swell party for neighbors that 
would be shocked by our plebian 
lunch basket were entirely ground- 
less. Our neighbors who seem to be 
going down the Indian River, possibly 
to Lake Worth, are loaded with a most 
elaborate home lunch, put up in im- 
mense big boxes — deviled crabs on 
the shell, pickle bottles, white rolls, 
white grapes, etc. Our good basket 
looks quite modest — so we live by 
comparison. 

Like today’s tourists, the Gil- 
pins quickly learned the perils of 
traveling without reservations. 
From a letter mailed Feb. 24, 1891, 
at Titusville: reports of the 
crowded conditions of all the resorts 
of the Indian River and also Lake 
Worth poured in upon us. ... At 
Rockledge the guests are sleeping on 
tables and floors and even in the little 
boats in the small bay... . Mr. Dimick 
(owner of the Cocoanut Grove House) 
sent out notices last week that none 
need apply as he could not accommo- 
date another one! ... Then the boats 
going down river were full — all 
berths engaged long ahead ... (But) 
we will brave (the possible discom- 
forts) because I think they will all 
vanish. . 

Like their present-day counter- 
parts, visitors to early Florida en- 
joyed comparing the balmy weath- 
er to the harsh winters they left 
behind. Do continue to mention the 
temperature when you write, Mrs. 
Gilpin says in a letter of March 15, 
1891. It seems more real when you 
tell us that it is wintry... (than when) 
we learn it from the papers. We can 
scarcely imagine a wintry aspect 
amid our surroundings full of vegeta- 
ble gardens and fruit trees. . 

Sea-bathing was an inextrica- 
ble part of the Gilpens’ day. Hus- 
band John would go for a pre- 
breakfast swim, usually picking a 
bouquet of wild flowers and morn 
ing glories on his walk back. Vin- 
cent, who finally ‘learned to swim 
which to me is worth the whole 
journey,” would go out with an 11 
a.m. party, and there’d be an after- 
noon swimming group, too. Initial- 
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ly, the lack of an oil-silk cap (which 
she forgot to pack) kept Emma from 
swimming because “I cannot have 
my hair wet with salt water (for) I 
could never get it dry.” (March 15, 
1891) Until her sister-in-law sent 
her materials for a proper bathing 
cap, she “manufactured” a heavier 
substitute of oil cloth. 

There were “moonlight fro- 
lics’” shared jointly by the young 
people and adults. One such moon- 
light sail was described on March 4, 
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1892: The display of phosphorescence 
was fine ... we (sailed) stirring up 
schools of fish in the shallows. The 
ladies stood on the bow of the boat 
where they could see every line of the 
mysterious light while a trailing hand 
in the water produced a pathway of 
starry illumination. 

A “ramble” over the hotel 
grounds, in an earlier letter, de- 
scribes the stars massed together and 
(showing) like diamonds ... so per- 
fectly clear is the atmosphere and free 
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For that special gift...have it wrapped in our most unusual gift 
wrap...(the only one we charge for)...a full sheet of uncut one dollar 
bills from the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. The sheet of dollars 
measures 20 x 24’’ and is, to be sure, a gift wrap that will be saved 
and ‘‘used”’ again. (This gift wrap will only be sold as a wrap on boxes 


containing our merchandise.)...$55.

from dampness. Indeed you could sit 
out on the end of the pier and read till 
bedtime as well as in the parlour. 

Making and receiving social 
calls was an important part of the 
day, and the Gilpins eventually be- 
came friendly with all the promi- 
nent families. But that first year, 
Emma seemed more impressed by 
the salubrious effect of the climate 
(“what a place for babies to grow 
out of doors”) and by the excellent 
variety of fresh fruits and vegeta- 
bles (“. . . tomatoes are green when 
packed here and when eaten North 
bear no resemblance to the same 
ripe fruits eaten here’’). She does, 
however, add longingly that she 
wishes they had “some home but- 
ter’ despite the luxuries of oysters 
and pompano for breakfast. 

Above all, it’s the beauty of 
those ‘flowery days’ and moonlit 
nights that move her: Often when I 
rouse before sunrise I slip up to the 
house top before getting dressed for 
the day in slippers and wrapper to see 
the moon set in the west, the sun rise 
out of the sea in the east, and Jupiter 
Lighthouse blink at them both from 
the North while the waking birds 
chirp and twitter below me in the tops 
of the cocoanut trees. (March 30, 
1891) 

Emma’s letters of 1893 are full 
of news about Henry Flagler and 
his plans to bring the railroad to 
South Florida and build the Royal 
Poinciana Hotel (next to the present 
site of Whitehall). ““The boom is 


n,” she writes on March 5, 1893. 
“Flagler and his railroad have made 
the people entirely wild and prop- 
erty is sky-high. Every seller has 
raised on last year — they say 
100%. Flagler has had options on 
all the desirable properties ... and 
until his plans are decided they are 
not on the market.” 

A week later, she writes: ‘““The 
property holders have gone clean 
daft. ... I think some of them will 
lose their senses after it is over.” 

As proof of this frenzy, she 
indicates owners on the west side of 
the lake are asking $350 an acre 
($100 the year before); while on the 
east side in Palm Beach, property is 
going for as much as $2,000 an acre. 
The Moore’s property of six acres 
“not running through to the sea” 
with a “moderate” boarding house 
sells for $20,000 and she writes that 
she doesn’t think they'll finish up 
the season: “I am afraid that the 
Moores will feel so rich that they 
will not take boarders.” (April 12, 
1893) 

This is also the year the Gilpins 
make use of their sailboat. Soon 
after their arrival in late February, 
Emma writes: We have been over- 
hauling our boat's effects and snug- 
ging up the little craft so as to make 
her quite habitable again. ... Our 
friends are waiting for us to start the 
ball moving again with cruisings 
here, there and everywhere. ... 

She asks Sue to send down 
four chenille table-covers: “If ... 
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four can not be sent then pick out 
two which would be most suitable 
to use in an interior which is light 
blue and Spanish brown.” In a 
March 9, 1893, letter she asks for 
two uncovered down sofa pillows 
— “the largest John W. (Wanama- 
ker) sells at about 75% a piece,” but 
she can’t wait and makes up “four 
tick pillows of cured moss and four 
deck-cushions of white oil-cloth” 
and hangs up India silk curtains on 
the cabin windows. 

It was nothing for the Gilpins 
to take a party of 16 up to Jupiter 
Inlet to gather sea shells and swim. 
And the bulk of the social arrange- 
ments fell on Emma’s shoulders. I 
am busy from 5 o'clock in the morning 
till midnight usually, she writes. The 
days are very full and as The Heron 
and friends and expeditions are in 
combination every day, it takes some- 
one to plan and carry out and that one 
must be myself. (April 12, 1893) 

Undeniably, Flagler is behind 
the flurry of social engagements. 
On March 9, 1893, Emma writes: 
Flagler goes today. Mrs. Roberts, who 
is entertaining him, means to give 
him a social reception when he comes 
down again in April and we will 
probably meet him then. Toward the 
end of March she writes about ten- 
tative plans to take the Flagler party 
out on a moonlight cruise but it 
never materializes. 

The Gilpins do meet Flagler at 
Mrs. Roberts’ reception and musi- 
cale that Emma crisply describes, 
“The whole affair was brilliant and 
we were all en regle in our evening 
dress.” The same April 17 letter 
adds, Then (we had) our Venetian tea 
on board The Heron which was decid- 
edly the most unique entertainment 
given here this winter... you've read 
reports of it in The Suns (a newspaper) 
... It was a success in every particu- 
lar. Mrs. Roberts told me she was so 
sorry I did not give it while the 
Flagler party was here but the weath- 
er did not suit except on Good Friday 
which did not suit me... They were 
here only three days. 

But while millionaires would 
soon be able to come to Palm Beach 
in private Pullman cars and stay in 
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luxury hotels, others still arrived to 
find more modest accommoda- 
tions. Susan Sanders, who later 
married John R. Du Bois and be- 
came grandmother-in-law of the 
noted Jupiter historian, Bessie Du 
Bois, was just 21 years old in 1897 
when she arrived ready to teach 
school in the woods west of Stuart. 
She recalled those days in an ac- 
count first published by the Palm 
Beach Geneological Society in 
LOS ie 

They said two children had 
walked in (to escort me), so... we 
started out (in early afternoon). It was 
an awful rainy fall, and the woods 
were full of water. After walking 
down the railroad for a mile or more, 
we struck out through the woods. It 
was cloudy and overcast, and in about 
two hours we were back to the tracks. 
We started again, but by skirting the 
big pond we found ourselves once 
again back at the tracks. So we looked 
for the next blazed tree before we 
could go any further. We waded right 
through the big pond. We had only a 
peach and a pear to eat all the day 
which I gave to the children. One was 
a boy of eight, and the other a girl of 
twelve. The boy got wet and began to 
cry, so I gave him my raincoat and 
plodded on through the ponds. There 
they began to tell me the woods were 
full of alligators and cotton-mouthed 
moccasins, so you might know how 
terribly frightened I was, but on we 
went. It became dark, so we squatted 
down by a big pine tree and waited. 

Around 10 p.m. a search party 
found them and brought them 
home and gave them food and dry 
clothes. 

The woman of the house was 
about my build, but a foot shorter. She 
and her daughter had one pair of 
shoes between them. The father and 
boys didn’t have any. The father did 
have a pair of bedroom slippers which 
he loaned me. The mother got some 
clothes out of a trunk — a brown 
moreno dress with a train. I think she 
said it was her wedding dress. The 
next day I burst out laughing, and I 
suppose they thought I was going cra- 
zy, until I explained how I happened 
to look down and noticed the big, 


brown No. 10 slippers. The dress just 
reached to my knees, and the little 
train just grazed the floor. I did cut a 
funny figure, but after a big laugh the 
ice was broken, and we soon became 
acquainted. 

Susan’s salary was $40 a 
month and like other single school- 
teachers she boarded out for $10 a 
month. For her, this meant sharing 
a bedroom with a 12-year-old girl, 
sleeping on a mattress filled with 
shredded palmetto leaves, and un- 
dressing behind an old canvas sail 
for privacy. 

The regular bill of fare for break- 
fast was unsalted oatmeal, gruel, fried 
salt pork, baking powder biscuits, and 
the bacon grease to go on them. For 
dinner and supper we had black-eyed 
peas, sweet potatoes and grits. De- 
spite this relatively primitive rural 
lifestyle, there’s nothing in Susan’s

account to show she ever lost her 
cheerful spirit or sense of humor. 

Meanwhile, with Flagler’s 
workers lodged in tents and shacks 
in West Palm Beach, the west side 
of Lake Worth began to change, 
too. Daisy Lyman, the first public- 
school teacher in West Palm Beach 
in 1894, voiced a complaint still 
understood by teachers today. 
“Discipline was very hard to main- 
tain because it was a new commu- 
nity with people coming and going 
from all walks of life,” she said in a 
1935 oral interview. 

About 1,000 people lived in 
West Palm Beach when 13-year- 
old Sarah Dean Moses arrived in 
1893: 

Sarah was taught by Daisy Ly- 
man but what she recalls most 
about her childhood were her fa- 
vorite activities, fishing and boating 
(one time on a dare she tried swim- 


ming across the Palm Beach Inlet), 
and her least favorite clothes. 

We learned not to wear any 
(clothes) because they were so uncom- 
fortable, she says in a 1962 taped 
interview. It was hot in the summer- 
time and I never got used to high 
necks and small waists and long skirts 
and was glad to get rid of them... By 
the time I was married at 20, we used 
bathing suits (and) they were really 
quite pretty ... black trimmed in 
white with full skirts and pop sleeves 
and sailor collars. 

Though clothes didn’t mean 
much to young Sarah, that wasn’t 
the case with Mary Lily Flagler. 
None of Mrs. Flagler’s personal ac- 
counts of her time in Palm Beach is 
available, but reports in Palm Beach 
Life magazine suggest that she was 
very interested in fashion and style. 
Long before the days of color analy- 
sis, she knew what coltor she fa- 
vored: yellow. 

The March 31, 1908, issue of 
Palm Beach Life reported: (Mrs. 
Flagler) wore a pale yellow silk net 
ball gown ... (with) a long trailing 
skirt (on which) was a wide band 
bordering of double gold mesh net... 
overwrought with exquisite white 
and grey silk embroidery ... supple- 
mented with heavy gold thread de- 
signs, delicately tipped with pearls. 


On March 2, 1909, the maga- 
zine recounted: Among the many 
works of art which almost baffle de- 
scription we noticed Mrs. Henry 
Flagler in an exquisite French cre- 
ation of empire yellow satin marvel- 
lously embroidered in white crystal 
and pearl beads. ... 

Again on Feb. 28, 1911, the 
magazine wrote, ... Mrs. Henry 
Flagler wore a stunning French gown 
of soft, clinging Charmeuse satin with 
overdress of yellow chiffon, heavily 
embroidered with seed pearls. 

With such careful attention be- 
ing paid to Mrs. Flagler’s fashions, 
it’s no wonder this ‘disclaimer’ 
was inserted into the Jan. 12, 1907, 
issue of Palm Beach Life: Much sym- 
pathy has been felt and expressed 
with Mrs. Flagler in her reputed loss 
of five trunks in the recent railroad 
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disaster. As Mrs. Flagler has easily 
sustained the reputation of being one 
of the best dressed women at Palm 
Beach the loss would have been a 
grievous one, and her friends rejoiced 
at being able to refute the rumor as 
groundless. 

Other women who visited the 
Palm Beaches led more prosaic 
lives. Johanna Vallowe Slater, who 
visited the area with her husband 
and her brother’s family between 
1908-1919, left a handwritten ac- 


count highlighting domestic life. 
When her family first arrived, 
they rented a home in an orange 
grove on the site of today’s Vallowe 
Court just south of Okeechobee 
Boulevard. Citrus trees ran all the 
way to Dixie Highway but ... the 
section behind (it) was not cultivated 
and still in a wild state; it contained a 
small cabin, occupied by a young col- 
ored couple Kergus and Susie: Kergus 
owned and manipulated an Afromo-

wheelchair. Susie did our laundry 
work outdoors in a large, black kettle. 
Our first conversation on asking if she 
wished to do the work was like this — 
“Yes, mum, does you furnish the 
soap?” On assenting, “Does you fur- 
nish the starch?” The soapine or 
whatever we did not furnish managed 
to dislodge the coloring from so many 
things we scarcely recognized our 
clothing on their return. 

Even with ice chests, there 
were still problems keeping food 
fresh, and the Slaters would often 
go down to the oyster beds just 
south of the present Southern Bou- 
levard Bridge. Brother and Husband 
would don boots with which to kick 
(the oysters) loose as they grew inclus- 
ters and were hard to dislodge. We 
were always happy to have sea food as 
refrigeration as we know it today (she 
writes in 1958) was almost non-exis- 
tent and meat not satisfactory in this 
warm clime, so a welcome change 
were oysters, clams and soft shell 
crabs....To help things along, Niece 
and I with the aid of a large Bobbin, 
made an immense circular casting net 
for Brother, which was used for get- 
ting bait for fishing, out of a heavy 
cord on the order of tatting! 

While Johanna was busy send- 
ing her children to school on their 
Sears Roebuck-delivered bicycles, 
other women were running busi- 
nesses. In 1886, Adah Saunders 
was the area’s first dressmaker, and 
she opened a store later on Datura 


and Olive streets; Mrs. Mary 
Stowers helped her husband run 
the first ‘“grocery store’ which was 
a tent on the northwest corner of 
Clematis and Narcissus streets; the 
widow Mary Majewski ran the first 
bakery; Mrs. Louise Price was the 
first woman real estate dealer; Ruby 
Edna Pierce was the first woman 
business manager of a newspaper 
and became editor of the Palm 
Beach Daily News and Palm Beach 
Life, a post she held for 47 years. 

Few first-person accounts exist 
for these women; even Ruby Pierce 
wrote little personal material. But 
she did keep a scrapbook of her 
newspaper articles and announce- 
ments about the church events she 
participated in, the press and print- 
er’s conventions she attended and 
other important clippings. 

One early item particularly 
shows her wit. This classified ad is 
tailor-made to describe her. 

Wanted beau- 
tiful brunette, tall and willowy. Must 
have had experience as a society writ- 
er at Palm Beach and other hotel 
resorts. Must also have first-hand 
knowledge of printing business, and 
some assistance may be required in 
the editing of a newspaper.

This good sense of humor 
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combined with determination to 
survive saw women through many 
trials in the settlement of Florida. 
But it also helped to have a sense of 
poetry in your soul. Nowhere is this 
better expressed than in the account 
Lillie Pierce Voss left of the wreck 
of the O Kim Soon in 1897. By then, 
she had grown up and married; she 
and her infant daughter Frieda 
were living with her parents while 
her husband, a steamboat engineer, 
was away on business. 

My father called me from a 
sound sleep early on the morning of 
Jan. 30, 1897, saying, ‘Girl, there’s a 
wreck on the beach.’ I jumped out of 
bed, shoved a pillow in front of my 
three-month-old baby girl, and dress- 
ing hurriedly rushed to the east porch 
where close against the narrow hill 
dividing the Lake and the Ocean there 
were to be seen the three spars and 
lower topsails of a vessel; they seemed 
to be steady and occasionally the 
spray from the sea would fly up into 


her royals which were furled. It was a 
wondrous sight — white against the 
morning, contrasting deeply with the 
rainy northeast blow of the night be- 
fore. 

To me, a ship was something out 
of another world, alive, vital and dif- 
ferent — a connecting link with the 
great ports of the world, and I felt 
much as tho’ a picture had come alive 
before my very eyes — a picture of a 
beautiful thing ... seen before all my 
life, but miles away. 

Indeed, the word pictures are 
vivid — be they accounts of a ship- 
wreck, reminiscences of a tourist or 
journal entries describing the ongo- 
ing battle with the incessant mos- 
quito. The pioneer women who 
wrote these words left a historical 
account of the tragedy, the laugh- 
ter, the beauty they found in this 
place of marshes and mangroves. 

And because they did, we have 
a better understanding of the reality 
of pioneer life in Florida. O

Premiere Dining at Cafe L’Europe 


O n the occasion of Palm Beach 
Life’s 80th anniversary, we set 
our sights for a top Palm Beach 
restaurant that has served its clientele 
with consistency and style. The para- 
gon by which all restaurants in this 
town have been measured since the 
mid-’40s has been Geraldine and Gus 
Pucillo’s Petite Marmite. When Mr. Pu- 
cillo passed away this summer, his res- 
taurant legacy, under new (as in nou- 
veau) ownership, underwent the 
bulldozer of “progress” in August. The 
torch has passed to award-winning 
Cafe L’Europe in the Esplanade on 
Worth Avenue. 

Loveliness abounds in this restau- 
rant. The main dining room features 
wood paneling, brick arches back- 
dropped by mirrors with brass sconces, 
beveled glass windows embraced by 
flowered draperies, and handsome, 
hanging baskets full of tumbling ferns. 
The table setting and appointments are 
creme de la creme. Fine classical music 
creates the perfect background. 

The managing owners, Lydia and 
Norbert Goldner, are true restaurant 
professionals: Ever present, they de- 
mand perfection and invoke a personal 
touch with the patrons. Their varied 
backgrounds and languages become 
manifest in the real international /Euro- 
pean ambience. In a crisis, they also 
know what to do in the kitchen — a 
must for a fine restaurant to maintain 
consistency through the years. 

The staff is knowledgeable and ac- 
commodating. Lyle Tolhurst runs a 
tight crew and can respond accurately 
in depth to questions about the impres- 
sive wine list or the food preparation. 

To start, we suggest Aubergines 
Farcie au Chevre — thinly sliced egg- 
plant ever so slightly roasted with fine- 
ly chopped garlic. When cooled, it is 
rolled with chevre cheese, then mari- 
nated in olive oil, mint and basil, and 
garnished with red and yellow peppers 
($7.25). Of the long list of hors 
d’oeuvres offered, this is the shining 
star. The carpaccio presented as little 
purses of thinly sliced, pressed raw sir- 
loin are filled with a hint of garlic, finely 
chopped celery and Parmesan cheese 
and tied off with a blanched scallion 
bow ($7.50). It is a picture, made perfect 
by a split of Beaujolais Village (Drou- 
hin) at $9, or St. Emilion (Philippe de 
Rothschild) at $10. 
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Enjoy some warm rolls freshly 
made at Cafe L’Europe’s L’Express bak- 
ery within a loaf’s throw across the 
Esplanade atrium. We ordered a split of 
Far Niente, Napa chardonnay ($10) for 
the lightly scrambled eggs with chives 
that followed. This appetizer egg dish is 
served en cocote (in its shell with the 
top broken off and turned back as if 
hinged) topped with sevruga caviar — 
all set in stem, dessert-type crystal rest- 
ing in an escarole nest ($9.50). What a 
fun presentation and so savory. 

If you insist on pasta (which is not 
made in-house), try the soba noodles 
with bokchoy, water chestnuts, garlic 
and cilantro ($6.50). 

The entrees are served on warmed, 
oversized, white china. The Salmon 
Poche (Norwegian) is crowned with red 
caviar ($22.50). 

Though slightly over-cooked, the 
fish was laced with a beurre blanc sauce 
that was smooth as silk. It was escorted 
by vapid cucumbers and a superlative 
new potato, scooped partially empty 
then filled with a circle of bacon and 
roasted. 


The Selle d’Agneau Roti ($23.25), 
roasted sliced saddle of lamb, was per- 
fectly medium rare with a fine un- 
derbed of stock reduction infused with 
rosemary. The accompanying carved 
baby vegetables (beloved, but often 
overlooked turnip, carrot and zucchini) 
were delightfully al dente. A sauteed 
carrot and potato pancake complete the 
artistry. 

Desserts at Cafe L’Europe ap- 
proach an art form. As a refreshing 
denouement, we recommend the tril- 
ogy of sorbets with fruits ($6.50) for 
two. It consists of three small scoops of 
orange, passion fruit, and raspberry 
sorbets and fruits of the season (we 
enjoyed fresh raspberries, blackberries, 
pineapple and sliced kiwi) on a bed of 
raspberry sauce (cloyingly sweet and 
thick). There also is a mousse trilogy 
(chocolate, white chocolate and rasp- 
berry) in sweet pastry shells underlined 
with a nouvelle chocolate sauce with 
piped vanilla concentric circles, artisti- 
cally spider-webbed with a thin, point- 
ed knife drawn down from the center 
on each quadrant ($6). 


With our coffee, a swan ice was 
brought to the table presenting choco- 
late truffles which made for a dramatic, 
happy ending. 

What to do between 5 and 7 p.m., 
or apres theater, or — heaven forbid — 
when caught on the avenue without a 
tie? Cafe L’Europe sports a caviar bar 
elegantly on par with the main dining 


- room, but with a more casual, bistro 


atmosphere and a lighter, abbreviated 
menu. Barman Peter Barrett reigns the 
caviar court with competence, elephan- 
tine name recall, and reserved, genuine 
friendliness. 

On the marble bar, silver bowls ice 
down the caviar tins, and silver top hats 
cool the bubbly. At this writing, Caspi- 
an Sea beluga caviar is selling at a local 
Palm Beach grocery store for $35 per 
ounce. Here it is served by black-tie 
waiters, in an elegant setting with the 
traditional accompaniments (toast 
points, sieved egg, sour cream, chopped 
onions, and lemon netted with a mini- 
green bow) for $27 per ounce. Here’s 
one way to view this situation: What an 
enjoyable way to save $8! 

One can order a glass of Stolich- 
naya vodka (one of three Russian 
choices at $3.50 each), held and poured 
from an ice block with diamond carved 
sides enveloping the bottle. Cham- 
pagne is also a perfect partner for cavi- 
ar; there are 34 selections and six spar- 
kling wine choices on the wine list. 

The light entrees range from $7 to 
$14. What could be better than a terrine 
of duck pate ($8) and homemade 
French bread, followed by a bowl of 
lobster bisque ($5.50)? When we next 
return, the caviar bistro will be our 
destination. 

Cafe L’Europe, 150 Worth Ave., 
Palm Beach (655-4020), is open daily, 
except Sunday, for lunch from 11:30 
a.m. to 2 p.m. and for dinner from 6 
until 10:30 p.m.; caviar bar with light 
menu is open 2:30 to 10:30 p.m. Reser- 
vations are available.

these days so the lavish dinner par- 
ties of yore are gone for the dura- 
tion. Gaining in popularity are the 
late evening occasions where 
‘snacks’ can be ration-free — and 
cocktails ditto.” 

In April 1948, Davies sold 
Palm Beach Life to John H. Perry Sr. 
of Perry Publications Inc. There 
was a gradual change in newsgath- 
ering methods — Perry applied the 
business-world format as criteria 
for successful journalism — and a 
marriage between electronic pro- 
duction and newsprint. Toni Ve- 
verka and her daughter, Martha 
Parrish, were to become the new 
generation of female editors, gear- 
ing their energies toward the con- 
temporary interpretation of society. 

One of the biggest highlights 
during the 1955 season received ex- 
tensive coverage in “America’s 
Oldest Society Journal,” as the 
masthead banner proclaimed. This

Annual Polo Ball on Feb. 25, at 
which a 16-year-old orphan 
reigned as Cinderella, wearing an 
$800 ball gown designed by Hattie 
Carnegie. Her “august subjects” in- 
cluded His Royal Highness, the 
Duke of Windsor, the Spanish 
Duke del Infantado, the Laddie 
Sanfords, the Charles Munns, the 
Winston F. C. Guests, the Hunting- 
ton Hartfords, the Victor Roth- 
schilds, Merle Oberon, Esther Wil- 
liams and Eva Gabor. Van Cleef 
and Arpels loaned Miss Williams 
the diamond and emerald tiara 
which Napoleon gave to Josephine, 
which she wore with an 18-carat 
gold-lined pastel mink coat and a 
$1,000 green and white jeweled 
swimsuit created by Fred Cole of 
California. The photo spreads re- 
corded the extravaganza, billed as 
“A Night at Bradley’s” since almost 
unlimited funds were used to re- 
create the infamous Palm Beach ca- 
sino of yesteryear. 
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Publishing 10 issues  year- 
round in the mid-1960s, the maga- 
zine began to feature color photo- 
graphs. One of the most 
impressive, titled “Calm After the 
Storm,” was snapped seconds be- 
fore the sunrise the morning after 
hurricane Cleo had roared north- 
ward along the Florida coast. 

Palm Beach Life also shifted its 
focus to concentrate on neighboring 
towns like Miami, as well as Wash- 
ington and New York, while con- 
tinuing to zero in on Palm Beach. In 
1965, condominium living made its 
debut on the island and the maga- 
zine organized a drive to extend the 
season and solicit summer visitors, 
christening Palm Beach “the Gate- 
way to the Bahamas.” 

When the publication became 
a subsidiary of Cox Enterprises on 
July 1, 1969, subscribers were re- 
ceiving 11 issues (September and 
October were combined) offering 
gossip from around the nation,

travel features, Earl Blackwell’s ce- 
lebrity interviews, international 
gourmet food and a monthly fea- 
ture debuting in May of 1970 — a 
private horoscope. 

Another woman was to have 
an integral influence on the future 
of Palm Beach Life. In 1976, Agnes 
Ash was named publisher of the 
magazine and its sister publication, 
Palm Beach Daily News. Under her 
guidance, Palm Beach Life began 
publishing guides to entertainment 
and dining. A community series 
Was inaugurated featuring various 
Florida cities from Cedar Key to 
Vero Beach to Fort Lauderdale, as 
well as the numerous communities 
that make up Palm Beach County. 
The latest addition to the magazine 
is a lively column entitled “The Fla- 
mingo Chronicles.” It provides 
Palm Beach Life readers with inter- 
esting bits of news and trivia, often 
with a generous dose of humor.
